Through the generosity of Miss Lawlor, The Memo- 
rial Art Gallery is offering an event of rare artistic 
opportunity in this collection of drawings by masters 
of four centuries. Here, in the less formal mediums of 
pencil, red chalk, fusian, wash, pen and ink, watercolor 
and pastel, a record of French, Italian, German, and 
Flemish genius of the greatest periods is to be found, 
more personal, direct, and spontaneous than in finished 
works in oils. In several cases there are the prelimi- 
nary studies for notable masterpieces, made when the 
artist was still searching for the form of his subject- 
conception, as in the first and original sketch for 
“Saint Genevieve Revetaille Paris,’ one of the mural 
frescoes for the Pantheon, Paris, in which Puvis de 
Chavannes finally eliminated the central figure as 
superfluous.

In order that a large number of lovers of art may share in 
making the Gallery useful and enjoyable for all the citizens, 
provision has been made in the By-Laws for membership in 
various classes. 


CLASSES OF MEMBERSHIP 


1. Supporters. Persons who shall contribute two hundred 
and fifty dollars a year toward the maintenance of the Art 
Gallery. 

2. Sustaining Members. Persons who shall contribute one 
hundred dollars a year, or more, but less than two hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

8. Contributing Members. Persons who shall contribute 
twenty-five dollars a year, or more, but less than one hundred 
dollars. 

4. Annual Members. Persons who shall contribute ten dol- 
lars a year, or more, but less than twenty-five dollars.
